ing of the delinquent child.

Composing such a committee 
would be “enlightened” faculty 
members of local colleges and 
universities as well as representa- 
tives of religion, newspapers, in- 
dustry and labor, he said. Its 
function would be the integration 
and surveillance of all youth wel- 
fare services of the community 
as well as the education of the 
citizens respecting religious, scien- 
tific and educational advancement. 

Furthermore, he said, the St. 
Louis Crime Commission and the 
Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Juvenile Délinquency of the Po- 
lice Department must assume fur- 
ther responsibility for the full co- 
operation of various public agen- 
cies with the juvenile court and 
Police Department and must ad- 
vise the community respecting the 
failure or obsolescence of existing 
social facilities. 

Even more basic, in Dr. Satter- 
field’s opinion, is a school system 
that will teach children to read 
and use language for social and 
personal realization. 

Schools Criticized. 

“The failure of the neurotic or 
emotional child is a shortcoming 
of the school system that should 
not be countenanced,” he said. 

Speaking on the subject of 
schools, Dr. Satterfield said the 
second half of this century should 
witness the assumption by the 
public and religious schools of a 
full responsibility for the moral, 
social and personal adjustment of 
the individual student. 

Present-day curricular require- 
ments are less important than 
true enlightenment and social ad- 


justment, he said, and he would | g 


do away with the system of pass- 
ing and failing as of no benefit 
to the adequate student and 
harmful to the inadequate one. 
In tracing the causes of juve- 
nile delinquency, Satterfield 
pointed out the child is ex- 
pected to s reverence for ptr- 
sons and things before there is 
understanding or feeling of rev- 
erence for these things. 
“Conformity to taboo ideas and 
the legal codes and the pre- 
vailing sense of public decency 
is demanded before comprehen- 
sion of the social significance of 
these regulations can be grasped 
by the child,” he éxplained. 
Adequate parents seek to de- 
velop the child’s willingness to 
comply by maintaining a family 
life wherein the child can adopt 
the parental habits of conduct 
through imitation. Not all par- 
ents are adequate, however, and 
the community may not display 
social attitudes and habits that 
lead to the desirable maturing 
of young personality, he said. 
Child Usually Finds a Way. 
“The plan for human social 
continuity. was well conceived, 
however, and, despite the odds, 
the average child will most often 
find a way to-an average ad- 
justment in spite of inadequate 


parents and an unfavorable en- 


vironment”, he observed.

Noting the recent wave of fatal 
accidents in which the drivers 
failed to stop, Dowd said it will 
be his practice to recommend pen- 
itentiary sentences on pleas of 
guilty in aggravated cases. 


“Of course, we can only recom- 
mend sentences,” he added, “It 
is up to the judge to set the pen- 
alty, but my office will not rec- 
ommend fines or light workhouse 
sentences for guilty pleas and we 
definitely are not going to bar- 
gain with these defendants where 
the guilt is unmistakable and 
there are no mitigating circum- 
stances.” . 

Dowd said he planned to try 
about six cases before juries in 
an effort to determine whether 
juries will set heavier penalties 
than they have done in the past. 
“The kind of justice the hit- 
and-run driver receives hereafter 
will be determined by the people 
of this city through their circuit 
court juries,” Dowd said. 

“The difficulty in the past has 
been that juries almost always 
put themselves in the place of the 
defendant on trial and accord- 
ingly let him off with a light sen- 
tence. 

“Most of these cases of leaving 
the scene of an accident involve 
drinking drivers. The average 
juror will recall at lease one oc- 
casion on which he had ‘one too 
many’ before attempting to drive 
his machine, so he looks at the 
luckless defendant and _ thinks: 
‘there, but for the grace of God, 
o! 


“He, therefore, is reluctant to 
hand out a jail or penitentiary 
sentence.” 

Some juries cases were tried 
about five or six years ago, Dowd 
recalled. Most of the guilty ver- 
dicts called for fines or work- 
house sentences, he said. If this 
is the pattern that develops in 
the cases he plans to try, then 
the Circuit Atorney’s office will 
continue its present practice of 
recommending fines and work- 
house sentences in manslaughter 
cases, Dowd said. 

“Our recommendations for pen- 
alties on guilty pleas are neces- 
sarily determined by the kind of 
verdicts we can expect to get 
from juries,” he explained. 

“If the St. Louisans serving on 
juries show they mean to end 
these cases of leaving the scene 
of fatal accidents by imposing 
sentences commensurate with the 
offense, then we will ask for 
more severe penalties when de- 
fendants plead guilty.” 

Dowd said further he intends 
to seek grand jury indictments 
in all cases in which there is 
sufficient evidente of criminal 
carelessness to warrant submis- 
sion of the cases.

HOLIDAY ACCIDENTS 
ARE FATAL TO 725; 
539 IN TRAFFIC 


CHICAGO, Dec. 29 (AP)—Ac- | 
cidents killed 725 Americans in 
the four-day Christmas weekend. | 
Included in that number were 539 | 
who died in traffic mishaps, 82 
in fires and 104 from miscella- 


neous causes. 
The figures did not set a 


record, nor did the traffic fa- 
talities for the 102-hour period be- 
tween 6 p.m. Wednesday and mid- 
night Sunday come up to the 
National Safety Council’s pre- 
holiday estimate of 590. 

Bloody as the slaughter on the 
streets and highways was, it did 
not quite equal the 551 killed in 
a similar Christmas weekend in 
1936. The record for all ac- 
cidental deaths during a four-day 
Christmas holiday period, 789, 
was set last year. 

Safety Council statistics for the | 
first 11 months of 1952 showed | 
the traffic accident death rate 
was 102 every 24 hours. This, 
however, included victims who 
died later of injuries. 

The average death toll for a 
102-hour period would be 433.

Shortly after his return to the 
United States, MacArthur and 
Administration leaders went be- 
fore United States Senate investi- 
gators in a dramatic series of 
congressional hearings.

Speaker Stresses Need 
for Persons Trained in 
Modern Engineering 


Methods. 


Present manpower policies ex-

Robert C. Goodwin, executive di- 


Defense Manpower Administra- 
tion, said here today. 

He addressed a conference on 
scientific manpower at Kiel Audi- 
torium. The conference is being 
held in conjunction with the con- 
vention of the American Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence. 

“Labor Department projections 


dicate that deferment of students 
and fathers can remain in effect 
at least two more years without 
impatring the Selective Service 
System,” Goodwin declared. 

Deferment of “competent stu- 
dents” in science and engineering 
should continue, even if an emer- 
gency requires severe curtailment 
of other deferments, he said. 

Manpower Program Reviewed. 

Reviewing the Government's 
manpower program, Goodwin said 
mort than 1,000,000 ‘men between 
.18 and 26 have been granted 
dependency deferments.. About 
180,000 students and 100,000 agri- 
cultural workers have been de- 
ferred, he said. 

“Industrial deferments, includ- 
ing scientists and engineers, total 
less than 33,000,” Goodwin point- 
ed out. 

Discussing deferment of engin- 
eers, Goodwin said personnel 
trained in modern engineering 
techniques are needed to set up 
new production facilities “in order 
that full mobilization, if is should 
come, can be built on a broad- 
ened base and a vigorous civilian 
economy.” 

Improvements still must be 
made in the utilization of special- 
ized personnel by the armed 
forces and industry, Goodwin 
' said. “Less debate and more pur- 
poseful planning will be neces- 
sary,” if present policies are to 
be continued, he added. 

Discussing the role of reserv- 
ists, Goodwin said many possess 
skills needed urgently by both 
industry and the armed services. 
“It is imperative, therefore, that 
reservists be recalled to active 
duty only after it is determined 
that the armed forces have a 
greater need for their services.” 

Scientific Manpower Register. 

Operation of a central clearing 
house to insure an adequate sup- 
ply of scientific manpower in 
emergencies by assembling data 
on the nation’s scientists, will be- 
gin Friday under the direction of 
the Natural Science Foundation, 
the conference was told. 

Two years of preliminary work 
were required before the clearing 
house could be set up, Philip N. 
Powers, consultant to the founda- 
tion, said. 

In two years, information about 
130,000 scientists, technicians and 
engineers has been collected by 
the United States Office of Edu- 
cation, which conducted the pre- 
liminary studies, Powers said. 

As outlined by the speaker, the 
new agency will have four main 
functions: 

To provide standby machinery 
for identifying and locating per- 
sons with special skills on short 
notice in event of an emergency. 

To assemble statistical informa- 
tion on the supply, training and 
utilization of scientific personnel. 

To assemble comparable infor- 
mation on the demand for such 
personnel. 

To provide an information cen- 
ter, in the fo of a National 


Scientific Register, through which ' 


‘such information may be made 
available to agencies requiring it. 

Data will be obtained by the 
foundation staff and by profes- 
sional societies, with the assist- 
ance of other agencies, Powers 
said. “Insofar as ble, opera- 
tion of the s¢ientific register will 
be carried on within professional 
societies,” he . added. 

To keep the register flexible 
and up-to-date, only a minimum 
amount of individual. information 


will be sought, Powers said.

ELECTRICAL AID 
TO DETECT INSANITY 
BEING TRIED OUT 


An electrical test which is be- 
ing tried out as an aid in detect- 
ing insanity was described here 
today by Dr. Leonard J. Ravitz, 
a Duke University psychiatrist. 


Addressing a joint meeting of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and the 
American Psychiatric Association 
at Kiel Auditorium, he said read- 
ings taken with a specially de- 
signed electronic voltmeter are 
being used with other clinical 
findings to diagnose  schizo- 
phrenia, — 

Each person gives off electrical 
waves, and the voltmeter meas- 
ures the voltage difference be- 
tween the head and any other 
point of the body. Dr. Ravitz has 
been measuring the waves in both 
normal and disturbed persons for 
four years, and says the test helps 
pick out the schizophrenics by 
recording consistent deviations 
outside the normal range. It 
worked in a series of 100 cases, 
he reported. 

Much more must be learned be- 
fore the device can be relied on 
alone to detect mental illness, Dr. 
Ravitz warned. For years psychia- 
trists have been trying somewhat 
similar tests with little success.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—Dr. Arthur Samuel Gillespie, 
Baptist missionary and member of 
the faculty of the New Orleans 
Baptist Theological Seminary, 
died of a heart attack at his home 
here today.

Walter Immigration Act of 1952, 
both of which were passed over 
vetoes by President Truman. 

Veto Messages Cited. 

“In his veto messages,” Mather 
asserted, “the President spelled 
out their harmful consequences to 
the nation and displayed a far 
clearer comprehension of the bad 
effect they would have upon 
science in America than was dis- 
played by those who voted to 
enact them.” 

The conflict between intel- 
lectual freedom as an aid to 
science and national security has 
been “so confused by prejudice, 
suspicion and fear that it is al- 
most impossible to remeve it from 
the fires of emotion and weigh it 
on the balance of reason,” he con- 
tinued. 

“Intellectual freedom for scien- 
tists inevitably conflicts with the 
necessity for national security. To 
what extent and in what ways 
should it be limited? 

“The answer to that $64 ques- 
tion has thus far been given by 
the politicians, with woefully in- 
adequate consideration of the sci- 
entist’s point of.view. Political 
screening is necessary in certain 
sensitive areas where scientists 
deal with military secrets. Un- 
fortunately, those areas have been 
either too loosely or too broadly 
defined. They should be restrict- 
ed to the absolute minimum.” 

The scientist who displays a na- 
tural interest in “the motives and 
behavior of people on the other 
side of the current ideological 
conflict is engaging in an intellec- 
tual enterprise quite foreign to 
the politician’s mental and emo- 
tional habits,” the speaker said. 

Referring obviously to McCar- 


thy’s charge against him that 
“very few men in the academic 
world have a more flagrant record 
of supporting the causes of Stal- 
in’s fifth column in this country,” 
Mather asserted: 

“To base conclusions solely up- 
on a man’s associations with a 
few organizations or individuals, 
specially selected by angry poli- 
ticians, is both unscientific and 
unjust. Ether all his associations, 
or none, should be considered by

10- to 50-Year Task. 


It may require anywhere from 
10 to 50 years, according to expert 
estimates compiled in a report 
this month by the congressional 
committee, before atomic-gene- 
rated electric power can be made 
theaply enough to compete with 
energy from coal, oil or water 
power. 

To shorten the time, officials 
and industry experts agree, it 
probably will be necessary to gain 
experience from the erection and 
pperation of experimental plants 
and prototype reactors.

Here are some other things the

Meeting in New York. 

These informal messages were 
transmitted at the meeting be- 
tween Eisenhower, Dulles and 
McCloy in New York on Dec. 15. 
The mere news of this meeting 
caused a significant improvement 
in the political tone in Germany, 
where McCloy’s name carries so 
much weight. 

From this fact one can gauge 
the potential effect of a journey 
to Europe by Dulles, when newly 
clothed with the authority of 
Secretary of State, and backed by 
the commanding authority of the 
new President. 

Dulles may have a very hard 
tinte.

IGH employment and a rise 
in the number of workers 
covered by state unemploy- 
ment insurance laws beosted funds 
available for jobless” benefits a 


total of $8,400,000,000 in 1952, the 
Department of Labor réported 
yesterday. 

The money is held either in 
the federal unemployment trust 
fund, to the individual account 
of each state, or in the States 
themselvés. These latter amounts 
are fuhds which the states have 
withdrawn from their accounts in 
the federal fund but’ have not yet 
spent. 3 

Each state can draw out of the 
federal fund only to the extent 
of its own -balance. The trust 
fund is fed by a payroll tax fixed 
by each state. 


‘Officials said the average tax 
this year was 144 per cent. Only 
the first $3000 of annual salary 
is taxable. In addition, the Fed- 
eral Government collects a pay- 
roll tax of three-tenths of 1 per 
cent, also up to the $3000 limit. 
This amount goes into the gen- 
eral treasury for administrative 
costs 


All state balances increased 
over the year except for Rhode 
Island’s. Heavy expenditures 
there, brought on by .depressed 
economic conditions the first part 
of the year, caused an over-all 
decrease in the Rhode Island re- 
serve. 

The Bureau said the growth ‘in 
the fund has not kept pace with 
the growth in potential liabilities 
as represented by the vastly in- 
creased numbers of workers cov- 
ered by the state unemployment 
insurance laws. 

Since 1945, for instance, the 
total number of workers covered 
by state laws has grown by 
8,500,000 to just under 36,000,- 
000. In 1945 state reserves totaled 
almost seven billion dollars. They 
are now only 114 billion more to 
cover the sharply higher number 
of eligibles. 

At the end of October, 35 
states had reserve balances equal 
to more than six times their av- 
erage rate of expenditure since 
1945.

Anny Leaders in Korea Believ 
Eisenhower Will OK Major Di 


They Foresee Offensive Next Year as Prop- 
ably Including Amphibious Landing—e- 
hind Enemy Lines. = 


The most curious commentary 
on the Eisenhower trip is made 
by the officers who were respon- 
sible*for briefing him and guid- 
ing him around the front. Most 
of them appear to agree that 
Eisenhower did not learn very 
much that he didn’t already know. 


These officers hope only that 
the trip was useful in focusing 
attention on the Korea problem 
and dramatizing the dilemma fac- 
ing the United Nations in that 
war-torn peninsula. 


The dilemma is whether to ex- 
pand the war, take heavy casual- 
ties and try to force a military 
decision or to continue waging 
a war of attrition that the Krem- 
lin and Peiping seem to regard as 
profitable. 


On one point Eisenhower and 
commanders in the field agreed: 
the Republic of Korea army can 
and will be expanded. The ROKs 
will get a very high priority in 
distribution of American-made 
equipment. New divisions will 
not spring up overnight, but in 
the coming months there will be 
a steady increase in the number 
of South Koreans mustered into 
training camps. 


Eisenhower “bought” nothing 
in Korea beyond the expansion of 
ROK forces. He flatly opposes 
expansion of the war. The un- 
answered question still is how 
long can an old Army officer, im- 
plicitly believing that victory is 
the only reason for the applica- 
tion of military force, continue to 
tolerate a war in which, under 
current conditions, either victory 
or honorable compromise appear 
impossible? 

Most Army leaders here, from 
Clark on down, believe that in the 
end Eisenhower will support a 
major offensive, probably includ- 
ing amphibious landings behind 
the enemy lines, in 1953. 


Eisenhower asked a great many 
questions about the Chinese Na- 
tionalist armies on Formosa. Maj. 
Gen. William Chase, who is in 
charge 6f the United States mili- 
tary training and aid program on 
Formosa, was in Korea through- 
out the entire four-day visit and 
talked with Eisenhower at greater 
length than any other officer too 
with the excéption of Gen. Mark 
Clark and Gen. James A. Van 
Fleet.

The serious political implications of 
the_ recent suspension of John Carter 
pingent, Foreign Service officer and 
f chief of the State Department's 
Far Eastern section, have for the most 
part, been ignored by the press.

President-elect Eisenhower is to discuss the 
filibuster question with Republican Senate lead- 
ers Tuesday. The outcome of this conference 
may determine effective action to curb 
filibusters is taken at the forthcoming congres- 
sional session. | 

The stimulus for the conference evidently 


‘came from the movement now gaining ground 


among Senate opponents of the filib@ster to 
seek a new rule on limitation of debate in the 
early hours of the session. Senators Lehman, 
Humphrey, Douglas and Ives—thr@ée Democrats

mind to a strategy meeting Tuesday. Anything 
tliat is decided there, however, can hardly suc- 
ceed without the active support of the new Ad- 
tion’s Senate leadership. Whether that 
su is to be forthcoming may be decided in

The trouble with curbing the filibuster, in 
additio# to the fact that Southern toes have got 
to be stépped on by anybody who undertakes 
the job, is that you have to be fast on your feet 
to accomplish it. 

As things stand, the power of filibuster is 
pretty firmly embedded in the Senate rules. De- 
bate cannot be shut off except by the votes of 
64 Senators—a requirement that in practical 
terms is almost impossible to meet. Moreover, 
any attempt to change the rule so that debate 
could be limited by a more reasonable rule is 
subject to no limitation of debate at all. | 

Thus a well-knit minority is able to filibuster 
practically any measure before the Senate, and 
it is especially well equipped to filibuster any 
proposal to change the filibuster rule. 

The best chance of beating this situation 
comes in the opening minutes of a new Senate 
session, when the first order of business is 
to adopt rules. Ordinarily each Senate auto- 


matically adopts the rules of its predecessor, 


and any changes thereafter are subject to the 
old rules. But it is parliamentarily possible to 
adopt new rules instead of the old ones, and it 
is possible to incorporate in the new rules a 
more reasonable limitation on debate than that 
which now gives the filibuster free reign. 

Something like this is what Senate foes of the 
filibuster have in mind. . They believe that 
if the question of new rules were thrown open 
before the old ‘rules had been adopted, then 
the proposal to adopt a new filibuster rule 
would not be subject to unlimited debate, and 
that after a reasonable amount of talking a vote 
could be reached. 

Clearly, any such strategy would require the 
whole-hearted co-operation of the Republican 
leadership. Will it be forthcoming? President- 
elect Eisenhower has stated since the election 
that he will make known to the Senate his own 
opposition to the filibuster. Will this inspire the 
Republican leadership to undertake an energetic 
anti-filibuster move? If so, the first day of the 
new Senate session might be a turbulent one. 
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Who Opposes Fluoridation? 

Must dental decay in St. Louis children be 
accepted as an immutable part of our way of 
life? It would seam so from the stubborn atti- 
tude of Alderman Walter W. Ziegenbalg and 
his committee on public utilities. They have sat 
since last spring on a bill to fluoridate the city’s 
drinking water and even now give no indica- 
tion of budging. 

The obvious question is: Why? Fluoridation 
is a demonstrated public health measure that 
benefits children by preventing up to 65 per 
cent of the normal amount of tooth decay. The 
only losers would be dentists, and they are 
pleading with Mr. Ziegenbalg to see reason. 

But certainly there must be some opposition 
—and powerful opposition at that. It must be 
powerful if it has pushed Mr. Ziegenbalg into 
the untenable position in which he and his col- 
leagues find themselves: they are trifling with 
the dental health of the city’s children. 

A fluoridation campaign is being waged in 
Milwaukee which, like St. Louis, has a reputa- 
tion for the beer it produces. Milwaukee brew- 
eries have opposed fluoridation, claiming it 
would hurt their business. Is the same claim 
being made. here? If it is, Mr. Ziegenbalg ought 
to bring it into the open. 

As committee chairman, his plain duty is to 
call for a public hearing on the proposal. If the 
breweries or other interests have complaints, 
let them make them public so that the people 
can weigh them against the obvious benefits 
that are being denied their children. Otherwise 
people are likely to suspe& that the complaints

About 40 per cent of the High Commission's 
budget goes into a public affairs program which, 
to put it plainly, amounts to a propaganda ex- 
ercise for the purpose of inducing Germans to 
believe what Washington wants them to believe. 
On the theory that Germans react to such a 
program about the way Americans might react. 
it would be well to ask whether our “mass per- 
suasion” tactics are actually molding Gernian 
opinion as hoped. 
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Man-Made Disasters 

Nine out of 10 mine disasters can be pre- 
vented if safety practices are followed as a daily 
habit. That is the testimony of James Westfield, 
chief of the health and safety division of the 
federal Bureau of. Mines, as given in the sym- 
posium on disasters arranged by the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science. 

e Mr. Westfield pointed. out that the Centralia 
disaster in 194% might have been avoided or 
curtailed with adequate rock-dusting to prevent 
ignition of coal dust by explosives; that the 
West Frankfort disaster of 1951‘ likewise in- 
volved clouds of coal dust which spread the 
initial gas explosion to such a terrible extent. 

If most mine disasters are, as Mr. Westfield 
says, “man made,” then it follows that some- 
body is responsible when a disaster oc¢urs. But 
fixing the blame for what has happened is not 
as important as inculcating the safety habits 


- 
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terfered with routine departmental -work. The 
House investigators note that he transferred 
files on important cases to his own office. Some 
of these were “hot” cases which never resuited 
in’ satisfactory prosecution. A notorious example 
was the Kansas City vote frauds case. 

This had national implications. Congressman 
Roger Slaughter had been defeated for renomi- 
nation, with White House opposition.

And then 
the fraud case was destroyed hy the theft of 
ballots from the Jackson county courthouse. 

That 1947 crime has never been solved. It is 
a black mark on the record of the Truman Ad- 
ministration, and a question mark for Presitient- 
elect Eisenhower’s Justice Department. The 
truth should be dredged to the surface. : 

Caudle was head of the Justice Department's 
criminal division when the vote case blew up. 
But Attorney General Clark summarily relieved 
him of handling the case. From this and 
Caudle’s country-boy style of testimony, the 
Chelf group concludes that Caudle was an 
“honorably motivated man” who was made a 
“public sacrifice” for his superiors when he was 
fired last year. 

Six of the seven committee members agree on 
this. But their opinion does not answer the blunt 
protest of the seventh, Congressman Byron 
Rogers. This Colorado Democrat says: 


He (Caudle) received a mink coat and 
$5000 from persons interested in cases be- 
fore him. How “honestly motivated” can one 
man get? 

Caudle’s connections with mink are well 


known, but his connections with Clark need 
further exploration. Mr. Clark may have by- 
passed Caudle on occasion, but he also promoted 
him. It is a little hard to see how Caudle could 
have been ignorant of what was going on, or of 
why grave matters of public interest were taken 
out of his hands. Does the committee really 
believe that he was “just too friendly’? 

The Chelf committee has done much to ex- 
pose scandals in Washington. But its justifiable 
doubts about Justice Clark's record in the Jus- 
tice Department do not add up to any half-baked 
exoneration for Lamar Caudle. : 
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The Royalty of the Box Office

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Labor’s Loyalty Oath 
During the campaign President-elect Eisen- 
hower said he thought the Taft-Hartley Act re- 
quirement for non-Communist affidavits ought 
to apply to employers as weil as unions. Now 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
offers what seems to be a better solution. The 


committee would simply abolish the affidavits.. 


In the committee’s opinion, the labor law’s 
provision for a loyalty oath only helps Com- 
munists. The committee says union officers who 
are Communists can quit the party for a day, 
sign the pledge and re-join the party the next 
day, thus giving union members the impression 
they are not Communists. 

The plain fact is that the most effective action 
against Communist labor leadership has been 
taken by labor itself. The CIO threw out sev- 
eral unions with allegedly Communist officers. 
This action had nothing to do with the Taft- 
Hartley Act or any loyalty oaths. So the record 
indicates that in dealing with Communism in 
labor, oaths, pledges and affidavits have been 
of little help. 
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Gov. Byrnes as Missionary 

There is no question that misunderstandings 
of the South exist and could profitably be cor- 
rected. But is Gov. Byrnes of South Carolina, 
who has just been selected by the Southern 
Governors’ Conference as its missionary to the 
rest of the nation, precisely the man to do it? 
Has Gov. Byrnes’ career alleviated misunder- 
standing about the South, or produced new puz- 
zles to cause concern about his region? 

Gov. Byrnes has occupied distinguished po- 
sitions in the Government, as Secretary of State, 
Justice of the Supreme Court, and “Assistant 
President.” When Franklin D. Roosevelt’s coat- 
tails were going places, he went places on them. 
That was the time when he was fighting for 
legislation to. abolish the abuses of the stretch- 
out system in Southern cotton mills and to make 
it a felony to transport strikebreakers in inter- 
state commerce. A few years later, when the 
Roosevelt magic was waning, he turned against 
the Administration and tried to throttle appro- 
priations to the La Follette Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee. Allan A. Mitchie and Frank Rhylick say 
of him in their book Dixie Demagogues, “The 
choice was not hard to make, for he had no 
heartfelt social convictions.” 

Latterly, Gov. Byrnes has been saying some 
of the most extreme, bigoted and inflammatory 
things that are being said on the race question. 
He has threatened to close the public schools 
of his state if segregation is outlawed.

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“Wilson in His Own Words 


Woodrow Wilson, who was born in 
Staunton, Va., on Dec. 28, 1856—96 years 
ago Sunday—had much to say during his 
lifetime that is applicable today. These 
selections from his papers come from 
“Woodrow Wilson’s Own Story,” compiled

In these doubtful and anxious days, 
when all the world is at unrest and, look 
which way you will, the road ahead seems 
darkened by shadows which portend dan- 
gers of many kinds, it,jjs only common pru- 
dence that we should look about us and 
attempt to assess the causes of distress and 
the most likely means of removing them. 

There must be some real ground for 
the universal unrest and perturbation. It 
is not to be found in superficial politics 
or in mere economic blunders. It proba- 
bly lies deep at the 
sources of the spir- 
itual life of our time. 
It leads to revolu- 
tion; and perhaps if 
we take the case of 
the Russian .Revolu- 
tion, the outstanding 
event of its kind in 
our age, we may find 
a good deal of in- 
struction for our 
judgment of present 
critical situations 
and circumstances. 

What gave rise to 
the Russian Revolu- Woodrow Wilson 
tion? The answer 3 
can only be that it was the product of a 
whole social- system. It was not in fact a 
sudden thing. It had been gathering head 
for several generations. It was due to the 
systematic denial to the great body of 
Russians of the rights and privileges which 
all normal men desire and must have if 
they are to be contented and within reach 
of happiness. 

If offenses against high morality and 
true citizenship have been frequently ob- 
servable, are we to say that the blame for 
the present discontent and turbulence is 
wholly on the side of those who are in 
reyolt against them? Ought we not, rather, 
to seek a way to remove such offenses and 
make life itself clean for those who will 
share honorably and cleanly in it? 


The world has been made safe for de- 
mocracy. But democracy has not yet made 
the world safe against irrational revolu- 
tion. That supreme task, which is nothing 
less than the salvation of civilization, now 
faces democracy, insistent, imperative. 
There is no escaping it, unless everything 
we have built up is presently to fall in 
ruin about us; and the United States, 
as the greatest of democracies, must 
undertake it. .

In the new League of Nations we are 
starting out upon uncharted seas, and 
therefore we must have, I will not say 
the audacity, but the steadiness of pur- 
pose which is necessary in such novel 
ci And we must not be afraid 
of new things at the same time that we 
must tiot be intolerant of old things. We

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A Machinery of Friendship 

Never before in the history of the world, 
I believe, has there been such a keen in- 
ternational consciousness as there is now.

We are not obeying the mandates of 
parties or of politics: We are obeying 
the mandates of humanity. That is the 
reason why it seems to me that the things 
that are most often in our minds are the 
least significant. 

We must provide a machinery of re- 
adjustment in order that we may have 
a machinery of good will and of friend- 
ship. 

Friendship must have a machinery. If 
I cannot correspond with you, if I cannot 
learn your mind, if I cannot co-operate 
with you, I cannot be your friend, and if 
the world is to remain a body of friends 
it must have the means of friendship, the 
means of constant friendly intercourse, the 
means of constant watchfulness over the 
common interest—not making it neces- 
sary to make a great effort upon some 
great occasion and confer with one an- 
other, but have an easy and constant 
method of conference, so that troubles may 
be taken when they are little and not al- 
lowed to grow until they are big.

Trend Toward Monopoly 


MONOPOLY AND SOCIAL CONTROL, by Henry A, 

Wells. (Public Affairs Press, (58 pgs., $3.28) 

The conservative anti-planners often in- 
sist that all those who suggest economic 
regulation are socialistic or worse. An able 
defender of regulation and trust-busting, 
Henry Wells; declares that planning for 
competition is the only way to prevent col- 
lectivism in fascist or Communist form. 
This is an old arena in which the gladia- 
tors often ss each other completely 
either by s g nothing in many angry 
words or by uing ad nauseam on points 
not in issue. Wells avoids these absurdities 
in his presentation of a strong case for 
checking the concentration of economic 
power, yet some of his primary assump- 
tions remain unproved. 


Wells believes in economic competition 


and feels that its decline will produce in- 


evitably state ownership of the means of 
production, The steady concentration of 
economic power through the development 
of monopoly capitalism is full of danger 
for the United States. He says: “Through 
the concentration of economic power, mon- 
opoly capitalism is leading this country 
toward the situation which caused other 
countries to consider the nationalization 
of economic resources either through revo- 
lutions or through parliamentary reforms.” 
The basic trouble is the strong tendency 
of competitors to avoid competition and 
to seek profit through a complex array of 
collusive practices in restraint of trade. 
Mergers lead to monopoly, and the monop- 
oly capitalists prefer reduced production. 


Wells has no difficulty in documenting 
economic concentration using the famous 
reports of the temporary National Econome- 
ic Committee and the more recent Study 
of Monopoly Power by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives. It 
is also easy to illustrate charges of re- 
sjraints on competition. But there is a sin- 
gular failure to prove that monopoly capi- 
talism leads directly to lower real wages 
and depression. Collectivism will come 
from economic crisis, Wells suggests, but 
he simply assumes continuous prosperity 
from the existence of many small competi- 
tive companies and inescapable depression 
from economic concentration. Further, he 
assumes that monopoly capitalism destroys 
all competition even among different in- 
dustries and deprives the individual of 
economic freedom and opportunity — on 
this critical point evidence and proof would 
be most important. Wells thinks we are 
well on the way to complete monopoly 
capitalism yet he rests his case on incom- 
plete data indicating concentration in some 
areas. It is interesting to note that Big 
Labor and Big Agriculture do not share 
the tharges Wells makes against Big Busi- 
ness. 


Despite its deficiencies, “Monopoly and 
Social Control” is an important k be- 
cause it reveals clearly our outstanding 
economic trend and its possible signifi- 
cance. Of secondary but still considerable 
importance is the clear disclosure that all 
the opponents of monopoly capitalism are 
not socialistic super-planners as some prop- 
agandists insists. Wells’ prescription is 
simple: “Anti-trust legislation and adequate 
enforcement appear as the media which 
counteract the pressure of fatalistic eco- 
nomic forces in the only possible way con- 
sistefit with the American tradition and 
the American outlook on life.”

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—The Vatican announced today 
that Archbishop Valeriano Gra- 
cias of Bombay is being named, 
to the College of Cardinals of the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

He takes the place vacated by 
the death of Carlo Agostini, 
Patriarch of Venice. He will be 
India’s first cardinal and the sur- 
prise announcement of his ap- 
pointment emphasized Pope Pius’s 
determination to bring the college 
to its full strength of 70 members 
at the consistory here next month.

On Dec. 26, 1908, the golden 
age of fist fighting was ushered 
in by a squat, unctuous Cana- 
dian named Noah Brusso, who 
collected the unheard-of purse 
of $30,000 for losing the heavy- 
weight championship of the 
world to Jack Johnson. 

That date is hardly ever men- 
tioned as a turning point in 
world history, and yet there are 
reasons why it ought not be 
forgotten. 

It introduced an era in which 
an unlettered pugilist fighting 
one man in a single evening 
could earn more money than a 
President of the United States 
gets in a year, even if the Pres- 
ident offers to fight music crit- 
ics on the side. It brought the 
interesting term, “White Hope,” 
into the American language. 
It made possible a bout be- 
tween the heavyweight cham- 
pion and an incipient movie 
actor; Johnson's first opponent 
after he won the title was one 
Victor McLaglen, who later 
made faces professionally in 
front of cameras.

OAH BRUSSO was a stubby 
lightheavyweight who oper- 
ated professionally as 
Tommy Burns. After the reign- 
ing champion, Jim Jeffries, re- 
tifed in 1905, a Kentuckian 
ndmed Marvin Hart chanced to 
glance into his mirror one 
morning and recognized him- 
self as champion of the world.

First, the key run was a 67- 
yard touchdown sprint by Half- 
back Doak Walker, who hadn't hit 
pay dirt all year.. He missed half 
the Lions’ games because of a 
pulled leg muscle and didn't play 
when Cleveland lost 17-6 in De- 
troit eight weeks ago. 

Second, the Browns controlled 
the ball nearly two-thirds of the 
time, but the Lions held a com- 
fortable lead for all but a few 
minutes.

Browns’ Hopes Short Lived. 
The Browns smashed back for 
their only touchdown four min- 
utes later, with Fullback Harry 
Jagade plunging seven to cap a 
68-yard drive. Just 12 more min- 
utes and the Browns’ hopes died 
on a 36-yard field goal by Lion 
Fullback Pat Harder. Halfback 
Ken Carpenter fumbled a Detroit 
punt to set up this three-pointer. 
The Lions played it cautiously 
in the last half, while the Browns 
piled up a big edge in statistics 
which don’t pay off.

EDUCATOR CALLS FOR BETTER 
UNDERSTANDING OF PHYSIOLOGY 


Better public understanding of 
physiology would improve the 
health of mankind, form the basis 
for a sensible philosophy and 
might even help prevent war, 
Prof. Maurice B. Visscher, head 
of the department of physiology 
at the University of Minnesota, 
said here yesterday. 

He said the “annoying and time- 
killing anti-vivisection movement” 
probably would end if laymen 
knew more about the benefits to 
mankind of physiological research. 
Knowledge of the mechanisms of 
mind and emotion might make 
men more rational in their inter- 
personal relationships, arid “might 
make genocidal wars less inevit- 
able than they seem to be today,” 
he went on. 

Of philosophy, he said: “To at- 
tempt to think without a back- 
ground of verifiable facts is a 
contradiction in terms. Physiology 
can lift philosophy from seman- 
tics to sense.” He spoke at a ses- 
sion of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science.

Age for Discipline

é T what age can a child understand discipline?” a 
A young mother asked the other day. “Isn’t an 18- 

monther old enough to understand what he may and 
may not do?” 

Now in a way this mother knows the answer to her own , 
question. Further conversation with her brought out the. 
fact that her 18-monther definitely did not understand what 
he might and might not do. 

It was the old story—except that her son did seem to be 
a bit advanced in his ability to get into everything. in the 
household. Get into it and destroy it. The medicine chest. 
The dish cupboard. His father’s desk. 

x «x * 

WE CONFIRMED for this mother what she already sus- 
pected—that the average 18-monther has almost no inhibitory 
powers of his own. What be wants, he wants, and now. It 
means very little to him that someone has, at some previous 
time, told him not to touch something. In fact, even right 
on the spot the command “Don’t touch” often has very little 
effect on him. 

So that in general when the child is 18 months old, it 
is more effective to take immediate practical steps to protect 
him and to protect property, rather than to worry too much 
about discipline. 

We explained all this and that it usually works out best 
either to keep the child away from breakable and valuable 
objects (in a fenced-in play space, in his own room, or under 
direct supervision). Or otherwise the valuable or dangerous 
objects should be locked away or put out of reach. 

“But it’s so hard to keep him out of things. He yanks 
off the locks and he can climb up anywhere. And anyway,” 
she repeated, “I think he’s old enough to learn better than 
to touch the things he shouldn’t.”

AT THAT POINT a second mother, whose own 18-monther 
had, to our amazement, sat practically like an angel (enter- 
tained by a few soft toys and a little food wisely provided 
by his mother), interrupted. : 

“But don’t you see. He isn't old enough to know better. 
He doesn’t understand yet, even though you think he should. 
And once you get over thinking he ought to do better, you 
really can think up ways of keeping dangerous things away 
from him. Our house is full of locks and gadgets. Jimmy 
can climb, too. But we can be smarter than he is if we 
really put our minds to it. | 

“Also it has helped him a lot since we got him a little 
kitten.” 

This second mothér was right, we think. If you can 
only get over the idea that the 18-monther ought to be mind- 
ing better and keeping out of things, you will as a rule find 
it not too difficult to keep the things he shouldn’t get into 
out of his way.

Duncan called the car manu- 
facturer to find what the car 
should weigh. Then he and other 
agents went back to the pier that 
night and weighed the sedan. It 
ran about 200 pounds overweight.

Gold is one of the major smug- 
gling problem stoday, but equally 
important to the customs men are 
the diamond smugglers. 


The lure for the diamond 
smugglers is the prospect of quick 
and easy profits in the United 
States market and the fact that 
diamonds are easily concealed. 


The extent of their increasing 
activity is indicated in the rec- 
ord of the’ past year when cus- 
toms authorities seized smuggled 
diamonds valued at well over $1,- 
000,000. The customs officers point 


‘- out moreover that they have no 


way of knowing how many, smug- 
glers escape detection. And once 
diamonds have been smuggled 
into the country without detection 
it ‘is well nigh impossible to 
identify them later as having been 
smuggled. 


Oddly enough, the men and 
women caught with the diamonds 
are usually the small fry in the 
smuggling operations—the paid 
couriers of the big-time, organized 
business operators who work’ be- 
hind the scenes. 


Customs officials in Washing- 
ton say that major smuggling 
problems today constitute a two- 
day traffic in gold illegally ex- 
ported out of the country and 
diamonds. brought in, with evi- 
dence that in some instances the 
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smugglers are dealing in both 
commodities.

In addition to keeping track of 
diamond, gold and narcotics 
smugglers, the Customs Bureau 
‘has a new and far greater respon- 
Enemy saboteurs con- 
ceivably could smuggle into the 
United States atomic or bacterial 
weapons to inflict wholesale 
‘death, disease amd destruction. 
It is entirely possible that such 
attempts would be made in the 
event of war against the United 
States. ' 

The terror: weapons mig!t be 
concealed in .the innocent looking 
proverbial black bag, or hidden 
deep in the hold of a ship, or se- 
creted in an automobile or truck 
driven across the border. No one 
in Washington—or anywhere else 
in the Government service—will 
talk much about it for security 
reasons, other than to confirm 
that the. danger is recognized and 
that steps have been taken to 
meet it. 

One of the Government agen- 
cies assigned to guard against 
this danger is the Customs Bu- 
reau. Key men tn the service 
haye been secretly schooled to 
recognize and detect atomic and 
other “unconventional weapons 
for attack.” 

Customs men are authorized to 
search incoming vessels and their 
cargo. In facing its new respon- 
sibility, the customs service is 
working in close cooperation with 
the Department of Defense, the 
Central Intelligence Agency, the 
F.B.I., the State Department, the 
Department of Commerce and 
the Coast Guard. 

Considerable publicity was cre- 
ated when the customs men sub- 
jected one vessel to a thorough- 
going search from stem to stern 
for possible weapons. That ves- 
sel was the Polish liner Batory, 
the Soviet sattelite ship in which 
Gerhart Eisler, the German 
Communist spy, made his escape 
from the United States. The first 
search of the ship was made in 


. New York harbor in 1950. 


News of that search created 
New York’s first real atomic 
bomb scare, » Two sugsequent 
searches Wére made of the Batory 
over the bitter protests of the 
Polish Government. In March 
1951, New York City authorities, 
fearful of the mounting security 
risks, denied the Batory use of 
its pier facilities and the next 
month the ship was withdrawn 
from the service to New York.

which were frantically re-tooling 
for war production. 


He started with a few thousand 
dollars and a couple of drafts- 
men. Four years later he had a 
million-dollar business, about 300 
employes and branchés in Los 
Angeles and West Hartford, 
Conn. He also had a 45-foot 
cabin cruiser, a fine home in 
fashionable Grosse Point Park, 


two Cadillacs, a. private plane, ~ 


and a ranch in the blue-grass 
country of Bourbon, Ky., where 
the cattle stalls were equipped 
with electric eyes. 


Expensively but conservatively, 
tailored, Miller, who claimed to 
have developed the first success- 
ful Diesel injection system and 
wore scholarly-looking keys on 
his watch chain, was able to de- 
vote some time to relaxation. He 
flew his own plane, sailed with 
the Detroit Yacht club, worked 
out at a downtown athletic club 
and smoked many cigars with 
Havana wrappers. He was also 
able to indulge his palate and 
sometimes consumed two two- 
pound lobsters at one sitting. 


But all was not happy within 
Norman E. Miller & Associates 
and after suggestions by former 
employes a Federal investigation 
was begun. By that time the Mil- 
ler company had such customers 
as Curtiss-Wright, Hudson Motor, 
Pratt-Whitney, all of them appar- 
ently well satisfied. 
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N AUGUST, 1944, Miller and 
| the manager of his Los An- 

geles office, Mrs. Margaret 
Eckner, a graduate of Iowa State 
College, were indicted on charges 
of defrauding the Government. 
The 37;page indictment alleged 
that Miller, -with Mrs. Eckner’s 


co-operation, regularly falsified 


time records turned in by em- 
ployes, so that clients paid the 
company for time that had not 
been spent in their interests. It 
charged that Miller instructed 
salesmen to solicit business only 
from contractors working on a 
cost-plus-fixed fee basis because 
he thought such firms “would 
approve and pay charges ... 
without making a detailed audit.” 


Reporting on the ensuing pro- 
ceedings recently under the title, 
“The Miller Case: The Strategy 
of Delay,” a House subcommittee 
investigating the Justice Depart- 
ment estimated that Miller pock- 
eted “probably hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars” via his gimmick. 

At the time of the idictment, 
Detroit Justice Department men 
thought their case against Miller 
was “splendid.” He was officially 
charged with milking the Govern- 
ment of only $14,000, but em- 
ployes were willing and able to 
relate colorful details regarding 
the transactions described in the 
indictment. Among other things 
it seems Miller assessed clients 
for the work of employes who 
were painting his yacht or work- 
ing about his residence. 


The day the grand jury in- 
dicted Miller, the head of the 
Detroit War Fraud Unit wrote 
his boss in Washington: 

“I do not recall whether I 
have kept you posted of Miller’s 
numerous changes of attorneys 
and of his attempts to buy influ- 
ence. After firing two sets of 
attorneys, Miller hired and fired 
one who is an intimate friend 
of Assistant United States At- 
torney Fordell. Then he hired an 
attorney who is a close friend 
of Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Thornton; now he has em- 


ployed Frank Nolan, friend of ,; 


(United States Supreme Court) 
Justice Murphy ....” 

The dance was on. Miller and 
counsel began shuttling back and 
forth between Detroit and Wash- 
ington. 

“I am only an engineer who 
has been trying to help the war 
effort,” said Miller. But, the De- 
troit war frauds chief advised 
Washington that Miller was going 
about saying he had an assurance 
from the Justice Department that

“this case will never be tried.” 


The first trial date was set for 
February, 1945, but Peggy Eck- 
ner, who was married to an Air 
Force captain, was pregnant. A 
postponement was granted. Early 
in the spring Miller got another 
new lawyer, but in April he with- 
drew after writing a letter to Tom 
Clark, then assistant attorney gen- 
eral in charge of the criminal 
division and now a Supreme 
Court Justice, thanking Clark for 
“your pertinent suggestion that 
Mr. Miller’s Iowa record be kept 
out of the trial... .” 


The record showed that.on Dec. 
4, 1921, Miller was arrested at 
Davenport, Ia., for highway rob- 
bery and later sentenced to serve 
1Q years in a state reformatory. 
He was paroled in 1923, but re- 
arrested for parole violation. Af- 
ter his return to the reformatory 


‘he was hardly a model prisoner. 


His record lists frequent punish- 
ments for infractions of the rules 
such as wasting food and loud 
talking. In 1925 his sentence was 
suspended. ~ 

As the war fraud case against 
him developed, Miller’s tactics 
became increasingly versatile. 

“He intimated that he could 
have department attorneys fired, 
made a veiled offer of a long 
vacation trip at his expense -to 
one, and offered another his own 
residence—in the midst of war- 
time housing shortages — at a 
rental of $45 a month.” So said 
the congressional committee 
the congressional committee 
headed by Representative Frank 
L. Chelf (Dem.), Kentucky, add- 
ing that none of these overtures 
succeeded. 

x * * 

HE trial was re-calendared in 

the summer of 1945, where- 

upon one of Miller’s attor- 
ney’s wrote directly to Tom Clark, 
who had then become Attorney 
General, asking for another re- 
view. Clark turned the letter 
over to Theron Lamar Caudle, 
his successor as head of the 
criminal division and who was 
subsequently fired by President 
Truman. Clark suggested that 
though “many conferences” had 
been held on the case, another 
meeting might be arranged with 
the United States Attorney in 
Detroit. 

While these maneuvers were in 
progress, Miller hired a new at- 
torney, E, Cyril Bevan, then 
Democratic National Committee- 
man for. Michigan. Bevan easily 
obtained further postponements 
because he would need several 
months to familiarize himself with 
the case. Soon Bevan, too, began 
traveling to Washington in Mil- 
ler’s behalf. There followed an- 
other re-examination of the case 
and in the fall of 1946 Bevan 
“eontinued to play Washington 
against Detroit,” according to the 
Chelf committee report. 

“Whenever the case came up on 


the court calendar he would 
claim, over the vigorous protests 
of local department attorneys, 
that the matter was still being 
negotiated directly with officials 
in Washington—and each time the 
trial would again be postponed,” 
the report asserted. 

In December, Bevan § sent 
Caudle a check for $7500 as full 
settlement of the criminal case 
as well as Miller’s civil liability. 
The Chelf committee says: “Bev- 
an asserted undqualifiedly that 
‘this sum represents the defend- 
ant’s current maximum financial 
ability to pay’—while a contem- 
porary check on Miller showed 
his assets to be in excess of $400,- 
000.” The committee called this 
offer “manifestly improper, since 
criminal offenses, except certain 
income-tax violations, are never 
compromised for money settle- 
ments.” 
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T THIS point the embattled 

head of the Detroit war frauds 

unit finally agreed the crim- 
inal case might be held up while 
Miller’s civil liabili was ex- 
plored, This change of sentiment 
may have been caused by the fate 
of the Government's three key 
witnesses. One of them died. An- 
other was arrested on a concealed 
weapons charge and temporarily 
confined to a mental institution. 
A third was accused of bigamy. 

“It is strongly implied that 
Miller ‘framed’ the man who was 
incarcerated and conducted the 
investigation which exposed the 
bigamist,” said the Chelf com- 
mittee. Other ex-employes who 
had been willing to testify against 
Miller disappeared. Still. others 
said they had changed their 
minds and would not co-operate 
with the Government. 

“In several instances,” the com- 
mittee reported, “these persons 
had been approached by Miller, 
entertained in his home, offered 
re-employment or otherwise di- 
rectly influenced by him.” 

Early in 1947, criminal prose- 
cution was suspended and the 
whole case sent back to the 
claims division where it was bur- 
fed under hundreds of similar 
cases and “came to a complete 
standstill.” It was revived after 
nearly a year a still 
another new ller attorney ‘de-

check. 

Meanwhile, J. Edgar Hoover, 
whose FxB.I. agents had spent 
considerable time tracing Miller’s 
“shady maneuvers,” dispatched 
several memoranda complaining 
of political pressure being ex- 
erted in the case and firging an 
early trial to avoid embarrass- 
ment to the F.B.I. and the De- 
partment of Justice. Hoover's ac- 
tion was considered unusual. But 
so was the Miller case. 

As the years rolled on, all the 
Government men familiar with 
the matter had been replaced 
several times over, and when the

judge in Detroit pressed for trial, 
the Government had to plead for 
time, This went on well into 1948 
when Miller got another new at- 
torney. Now he pleaded for more 
time. ° 
All along, Miller was busy en- 
listing support from senators and 
representatives and the list of 
those making inquiries about the 
case grew long and impressive. 
In the fall of ’48, Miller and his 
wife, Jaunita (who had been his 
partner in the now long defunct 
business) spent two full days ar- 
guing their case with a handful 
of Government attorneys, one of 
whom had been specially recalled 
from his vacation. 

This meeting netted another 
adjournment of the trial and fur- 
ther F.B. I. investigations which, 
in turn, caused Hoover’s men to 
discover that Miller’s attorney, in 
the words of congressional inves- 
tigators, “had come into posses- 
sion of confidential material from 
the files of the F.B.I.” Again 
Hoover issued a vigorous protest. 
Trial was now set for the end 
of °48, but the Government at- 
torney familiar with the by now 
highly complex case had been 
transferred to anti-trust work. 
There were new conferences apd 
the trial was re-set for April 
1949. Meanwhile, the claims di- 
vision decided to file a civil ac- 


tion for damages, opening a new 
approach to Miller. In May he 
arrived once more in Washington. 
He said he was willing to com- 
promise on both the civil and 
criminal case, but he couldn't do 
a thing until the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue ruled whether he 
could charge off attorneys’ fees 
and other heavy expense incur- 
red in the case. 

That did it. In October, 1950, 
the criminal case came up for the 
last time and weary Government 
prosecutors agreed that it be 
nolle prossed. In January, 1951, 
on motion of the Government, the 
civil case also was dismisised. 
The suit against Mrs. Eckner was 
dropped, too. 

Miller himself might have told 
the Chelf committee other color- 
ful details about this game of 
cat-and-mouse, but the committee 
was unable to find him. He had 
retired first to his Kentucky 
ranch, then to a trailer court in 
Florida, and latest rumors had 
him traveling in South America. 

His Detroit friends, however, 
understood that Mr. and Mrs. 
Miller, like any comfortable re- 
tired couple, are touring the West 
with a trailer in tow.
